W h ile once more the President has avoided the use of 
the tw o words ‘‘unconditional surrender” yet, so far a^ the 
present rulers of Germ any are concerned, he could not 
have made more em phatic the intention of tin- United 
States and the European co-belligerents to have no deal 
ings with those w ho have done these horrible m urders if 
he had blazened those tw o words across the sky in letters 
of fire reaching from the horizon to the zenith. 
At the same time the door is left open for the German 
people to secure peace at any time they honestly come 
seeking peace. 
\ \ bet her the German people secure peace now is en­ 
tirely up to the German people them selves. 
lite brazen effrontery o f the war lords is once more 
emphasized. 
T h ey stand exposed to the people they have 
led astray and are seeking to betray in the effort to retain 
their power. 
I here can be no peace with the Kaiser, his princes and 
his war lords. 
It is reiterated in such a w ay that even tin 
German people can see the utter im potence of those who 
have so long ruled them with the iron hand. 


American Engineers 


T he American engineers are one of the great fo rces 
contributing to the am azing successes which have m a rk e d 
the trem endous cam paigns of this year. 
T h ose engineers, accustom ed to d o in g big things in a 
big w ay, those men w ith that powerful initiative which 
knows no such thing as an insurmountable obstacle, those 
men w hose calculations a n d assem bling of necessary en er­ 
gies elim inate entirely that element, so d a n g e ro u s to a r m ­ 
ies— tim e— are entitled to great credit. 
T h e American engineers have revolutionized 
the 
whole railroad and w agon road system s, they have brought 
the m onster carriers of A m eric a— locomotives, cars, a u t o ­ 
m obiles and all— to France. 
As Germany's railroads have 
gone to pieces those of the allies have im proved under the 
direction of our American engineers. 
Their labors, trem endous and th o ro u g h , are the e x ­ 
planation of the never halting advance by tile allies. 
T h e ability of the allies to bring up their heavy field 
pieces, supplies and reinforcem ents is the one prim ary re a ­ 
son for that ceaseless advance which has resulted in the 
all but com plete destruction of the Hun hordes. 
W hile we are passing out our deserved compliments 
let us not forget those quiet, unostentatious, but tre m e n d ­ 
ously powerful American engineers.
